$2.5M for Sniper Victim Families 


WASHINGTON! Relatives of eight people shot in 
the 2002 sniper shootings said Thursday they 
hope their $2.5 million settlement will force 
gun manufacturers and dealers to keep closer 
track of the weapons they make and sell. 

Eight families settled Wednesday with 
Bushmaster Firearms, which made the 
rifle used in the shootings, and Bull’s Eye 
Shooter Supply of Tacoma, Wash., the gun 
shop where the rifle was stolen. 

The settlement marks the first time a gun 
manufacturer has agreed to pay damages for 
negligence leading to a crime, according to 
the Brady Center to Prevent Gun Violence, 


which helped the families file the suit. 

The lawsuit claimed Bull’s Eye was negli- 
gent for allowing the gun to disappear from 
its shop. The suit also faulted Bushmaster for 
selling the weapon to a dealer that the families 
claimed was irresponsible. Authorities believe 
convicted snipers Lee Boyd Malvo and John 
Allen Muhammad stole the gun from Bull’s 
Eye and later used it during their spree. 

Bull’s Eye has agreed to pay $2 million 
and Bushmaster will pay $500,000 under 
the settlement. Bushmaster did not admit 
fault and said it settled because of escalat- 
ing legal fees, steven manning (ap)

Guard duty back in spotlight 
amid release of new memos 

WAS H I N GTO N I New documents unearthed in 
the midst of the presidential campaign fill in 
some blanks but raise other questions about 
the sometimes mysterious story of President 
Bush’s military service during Vietnam, when 
he won a coveted spot in the Texas Air National 
Guard and avoided the war. 

Reviving issues that have shadowed his 
political career, the documents show Bush 
ignored a direct order from a superior offi- 
cer and lost his status as a Texas Air National 
Guard pilot because he failed to meet mili- 
tary performance standards and undergo a 
required physical. 

The disclosures marked the second time 
in days the White House had to backtrack 
from assertions that all of Bush’s records had 
been released. It also raised the specter that 
Bush sought favors from higher-ups and that 
the commander of the Texas Air National 
Guard wanted to “sugar coat” Bush’s record 
after he was suspended from flying. 

The documents turned the spotlight 
on Bush after weeks of damaging political 
attacks questioning John Kerry’s military 
service in Vietnam. 

Yet, it was the White House itself that dis- 
tributed four memos from 1972 and 1973 from 
Lt. Col. Jerry Killian, now deceased, who was 
the commander of the 111th Fighter Interceptor 
Squadron in Houston where Bush served. The 
White House obtained the memos from CBS 
News, which said it was convinced of their 
authenticity, and the White House did not

House Votes to Block

Army generals point 
to agency for failure to 
track ‘ghost detainees’ 

WASHINGTON! Army generals said 
Thursday at least two dozen unreg- 
istered “ghost detainees” may have 
been held at the Abu Ghraib pris- 
on in Iraq, but they don’t know the 
number for certain because the CIA 
did not cooperate with their inves- 
tigation into abuses. 

Senators said the CIA’s lack of 
cooperation was unacceptable and 
that they would press the agency to 
provide the Army with the docu- 
ments it needs. 


CIA spokesman Mark Mansfield 
declined to comment on the num- 
ber of cases. He noted the agency’s 
inspector general is reviewing the 
CIA’s involvement in detention and 
interrogations in Iraq. The presence 
of “ghost detainees” — prisoners 
held by the CIA outside of the mil- 
itary’s usual system of registration 
and care — was a key finding of the 
Army generals’ investigation, com- 
pleted last month. 

The generals and the authors 
of another report on prison abus- 
es discussed their investigations 
in a series of hearings Thursday 
by the Senate and House armed 
services panels. 


Army investigators had previ- 
ously said they had information 
on eight “ghost detainees” at Abu 
Ghraib, but that there may have 
been more. 

Gen. Paul Kern, who oversaw 
the Army investigation of the 205th 
Military Intelligence Brigade, told 
the Senate panel that the number 
of ghost detainees was “in the doz- 
ens, perhaps up to 100.” 

Maj. Gen. George Fay, who 
investigated military intelligence 
officers at the prison, said he doubts 
the figure is as high as 100, “but I 
think it’s somewhere in the area of 
maybe two dozen or so — maybe

Author’s son doubts 
legitimacy of record 
on Bush’s service 


DALLAS I The authenticity of newly 
unearthed memos stating that 
George W. Bush failed to meet 
standards of the Texas Air National 
Guard during the Vietnam War was 
questioned Thursday by the son of 
the late officer who reportedly wrote 
the memos. 

Gary Killian, son of Lt. Col. 
Jerry Killian, who died in 1984, 
said one of the memos, signed by 
his father, appeared legitimate. But 
he doubted his father would have 
written another, unsigned memo 
which said there was pressure to 
“sugar coat” Bush’s performance 
review. 

News reports have said the 
memos, first obtained by CBS’s 
“60 Minutes II,” were found in Jerry 
Killian’s personal records. 

CBS stood by its reporting. “As 
is standard practice at CBS News, 
the documents in the 60 Minutes 
report were thoroughly examined 
and their authenticity vouched 
for by independent experts,” 
CBS News said in a statement.

As attacks reach third 
anniversary, survivors 
still coping with grief 

ROCKVILLE CENTRE, N.Y. | Margie 
Miller knew the look. 

A few weeks ago, nearly three 
years after terrorists slammed 
hijacked jets into the World Trade 
Center, a woman walked into 
the WTC Family Center on Long 
Island. She had just been told that 
her husband’s remains had finally 
been identified, and she needed to 
speak with a grief counselor. 

For Miller, it was a sadly familiar 
scenario. Her own husband died at 
Marsh & McLennan, an insurance 
brokerage firm, on the 97th floor of 
Tower 1 on Sept. 11, 2001. 

“No matter when they show up 
here, they don’t have to retell the 
story. We know how they died,” said 
Miller, the center’s family liaison. 
“We’re still doing funerals.” 

In the days and weeks after 
Sept. 11, relatives swarmed the 
WTC Family Center. Many found 
it a refuge from their homes, where 
they were surrounded by remind- 
ers of their loved ones. 

They’re still coming. 

This year the center, which offers 
its services to victims’ families for 
free, has seen 200 newcomers. Some 
came after being told that a frag- 
ment of their loved one’s body had 


been identified. Others had thought 
they could handle the emotional 
stress on their own. 

Thelma Stuart said she initially 
joined a support group for the fami- 
lies of the 37 Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey police officers 
who died on Sept. 11; her husband, 
Walwyn, was assigned to the WTC’s 
underground PATH Station. 

“That really wasn’t going any- 
where for me,” she said. “I realized 
even though there were 37 families, 
we were all at different places in our 
grieving process. I decided to take a 
chance on this ... and I really loved 

it.” FRANK ELTMAN (AP)

Ivan Prompts Fla. Keys 


Island residents urged 
to flee as state faees a 
third hurricane strike 

KEY LARGO, FLA. | Tourists and resi- 
dents throughout the Florida Keys 
were sent packing Thursday to avoid 
the wrath of Hurricane Ivan, which 
killed at least 20 people as it tore 
through the Caribbean on its steady 
march toward the Florida coast. 

Forecasters said Ivan could reach 
the island chain as early as Sunday, 
making it the third hurricane to 
strike Florida in a month. The last 
time three hurricanes hit Florida 
in a single season was 1964.

The storm’s advance and the 
evacuation orders signaled the 
frightening reality that Florida 
faces as it deals with the prospect 
of yet another hurricane strike.

Hurricane Ivan Rages 
Through Caribbean 

Category 5 storm is now headed for Jamaiea 


Group tied to al Qaeda 
elaims attaek against 
Australian Embassy 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Suspected 
Muslim militants detonated a 
car bomb Thursday outside the 
Australian Embassy in Jakarta, 
killing nine people and wounding 
173 in a bloody strike at a key U.S. 
ally in the war in Iraq. 

The blast could influence 
upcoming elections in Australia, 
where the prime minister is run- 
ning on a pro-American, anti-ter- 
ror platform. 

The bomb exploded near the 
embassy gate, flattening a section 
of the steel fence and shattering 
windows in nearby buildings. The 
explosion left bloody corpses strewn 
across the busy thoroughfare. 

No one in the heavily fortified 
embassy was killed, though several 
were wounded. Police were inves- 
tigating whether a suicide bomber 
triggered the blast. 

Jemaah Islamiyah, a Southeast 
Asian group linked to al Qaeda, pur- 


portedly claimed responsibility for 
the attack, saying it was punishing 
Australia for supporting the war in 
Iraq. The statement was posted on 
an Internet site known for carry- 
ing extremist Islamic content. Its 
authenticity could not be verified. 


Jemaah Islamiyah has been 
blamed for the 2002 Bali bomb- 
ings that killed 202 people, includ- 
ing 88 Australians, and the Aug. 5, 
2003, suicide bombing at the J.W. 
Marriott hotel in Jakarta that killed

ST. GEORGE’S, GRENADA | Hurricane 
Ivan took aim Thursday at Jamaica 
and possibly Florida after killing 23 
people in five countries and devas- 
tating Grenada. 

Ivan, the deadliest hurricane to 
hit the Caribbean in a decade, pum- 
meled Grenada, Barbados and other 
islands on Tuesday. On Thursday, 
it strengthened into a Category 5 
storm — the most powerful, with 
160 mph winds — and was expected 
to hit Jamaica, where officials urged 
500,000 people to evacuate coastal 
and flood-prone areas. 

The dead included a 75 -year- old 
Canadian woman who drowned in 
a canal swollen by flood waters in 
Barbados after going out in the 
storm to search for her cat, and 


four youngsters in the capital of 
the Dominican Republic who 
were swept away by a giant wave 
Thursday even though the storm 
was nearly 200 miles from land. 

The storm left its worst damage 
in Grenada, where from the air it 
appeared that nearly every house 
had been ripped up. Hunks of twist- 
ed metal and splintered wood torn 
from homes were strewn across the 
hillsides and roads. 

In St. George’s, Grenada’s capital, 
police fired tear gas to try to stop a 
looting frenzy. Hundreds of people 
smashed shop windows to take tele- 
visions and shopping carts of food. 
Troops from other Caribbean 
nations were on the way to help

Powell Calls Sudan 
Attacks ‘Genocide’ 


Sudanese offieial says 
Bush administration is 
putting ‘oil on the fire’ 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Bush administra- 
tion for the first time Thursday called 
attacks in Sudan’s Darfur region by 
government-backed Arab militia 
against black Africans “genocide.” 

Secretary of State Colin Powell 
told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee the conclusion was 
based on interviews conducted with 
refugees from the Darfur violence 
as well as other evidence. 

“We concluded that genocide has 
been committed in Darfur and that 
the government of Sudan and the 
Janjaweed [Arab militias] bear 
responsibility,” he said. 

Powell’s announcement came as 
the United States was pressuring 
the U.N. Security Council to impose 
sanctions on Sudan’s oil industry, 
among other measures, if the gov- 
ernment does not take steps to 


improve security in Darfur. 

In Nigeria, where Darfur peace 
talks are under way, Sudanese 
Deputy Foreign Minister Najeeb 
Abdel Wahab criticized Powell’s 
action. “We expect the international 
community to assist the process that 
is taking place in Abuja, and not put 
oil on the fire,” he said. 

The 1948 convention defines 
genocide as a calculated effort to 
destroy a national, ethnic, racial or 
religious group in whole or in part. 

The violence in Darfur began 
when black African tribes rebelled 
in February 2003, accusing the gov- 
ernment of neglecting their inter- 
ests. In response, Powell said, Arab 
militias coupled with Sudanese mil- 
itary forces “committed large-scale 
acts of violence, including murders, 
rape and physical assaults on non- 
Arab individuals.” georgegedda(ap)

Study: Health Care 
Premiums Up 11.2% 


Surge in insurance 
costs comes as salaries 
increase just 2.2% 

NEW YORK I Health care costs con- 
tinued to surge this year as family 
premiums in employer- sponsored 
plans jumped 11.2 percent, the 
fourth year of double-digit growth, 
according to a new study. 

The cumulative effect of rising 
health care costs is taking a toll on 
workers: There are at least 5 million 
fewer jobs providing health insur- 
ance in 2004 than in 2001, accord- 
ing to the survey of 3,017 employers 
by the Kaiser Family Foundation 
and the Health Research and 
Educational Trust. 


The average premium for a fam- 
ily of four grew to $9,950 annually. 
The family premium for a preferred 
provider organization, the most com- 
mon type of insurance, hit $10,217 
— the first time it broke $10,000. 
PPOs are plans that provide mem- 
bers with a network of discounted 
providers that charge a copayment 
but also allows for the use of other 
doctors and hospitals. 

“There is a great sense that there 
is just no answer to this problem,” 
aid Drew Altman, president of the 
Kaiser Family Foundation. 

Altman noted that the hike in 
health premiums outpaced both the 
2.2 percent growth in wages and 2.3 
percent growth in inflation by five

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Metro Tries to 
Avoid Fare Hikes 


Board hopeful agency 
can keep rates stable 
for the next 2 years 

WASHINGTON I After back-to -back 
fare increases, Metro riders may get 
a two-year break — though one offi- 
cial cautioned against being overly 
optimistic. 

The cash-strapped transit agency 
is facing a nearly $42 million bud- 
get gap in fiscal year 2006 and a 
$31 million deficit in 2007. But 
officials said this time they plan 
to turn to governments in D.C., 
northern Virginia and suburban 
Maryland to fill the hole. 

“Two years of fare actions make a 
third fare increase undesirable,” said 


Metro board member Jim Graham, 
reading from the agency’s Thursday 
budget presentation. “I think that is 
a massive understatement.” 

Metro General Manager Richard 
White hoped atwo-yearbudgetwould 
give the agency enough time to fig- 
ure out a dedicated funding source to 
solve its long-term money troubles. 

Footing the bill would mean a 
more than 10 percent growth in 
the subsidies local governments 
pay to help run the system. Some 
board members admitted it would 
be a hard sell. 

“I don’t want to give anyone false 
hope we’ll decrease fares and fees 
at this time,” said board chair- 
man Robert Smith of Maryland.

Fools of Fortune 


‘Bright Young Things’ 
glitters brilliantly but 
eventually burns out 

FILM I British actor Stephen Fry 
delivers a raucous directing debut 
with “Bright Young Things,” a satiric 
dynamo whose radiant cast clear- 
ly is having so much fun that their 
vigor compensates for the charac- 
ters’ lack of emotional depth. 

With a screenplay written by Fry 
from Evelyn Waugh’s 1930s novel 
“Vile Bodies,” the film’s party- 
today-for-tomorrow-we-die sen- 
sibility also has relevance for mod- 
ern audiences living under a cloud 
of terrorism. 

The movie is infectious on so 
many levels, its jazzy score, the lav- 
ish costumes, the giddy pace pro- 
pelled by Waugh’s joyously absurd 
exchanges, effectively transferred 
by Fry to the screen. 

The tale follows the lewd and 
lusty debauchery of Britain’s party 
set, the “bright young things” whose 



swirl of carousals, their inner cir- 
cle including outrageous party-girl 
Agatha Runcible (Fenella Woolgar) 
and party-boy Miles (Michael 
Sheen). 

Dan Aykroyd, increasingly inter- 
esting as a character actor blusters 
along a scandal-sheet publisher who 
wants his readers to know every 
move of the nation’s social glut- 
tons. Jim Broadbent has hilarious 
moments as a drunken major who 
holds the key to Adam and Nina’s 
financial security. 

Rounding out the principal 
cast are David Tennant as a rival 
for Nina’s affections and James 
McAvoy as gossip columnist. 

Mortimer delivers the film’s 
most authentically expressive 
performance, infusing Nina with 
fragile sadness even as she dances 
till dawn. In her spirited film debut, 
stage actress Woolgar is an utter 
delight, with a blissfully, thought- 
lessly carefree comic sense. 

But the other players come off 
rather superficially, all surface glit- 
ter but little dramatic weight. When 
bad things happen to them, it’s hard 
to sympathize. Which perhaps is 
Waugh’s point: When the bright 
young thingsturn to vile bodies, 
why should anyone care?

It’s getting easier to 
find cruelty-free cars 
— even vegan ones 

Actor Michael Bell’s is. The 66-year- 
old Los Angeles resident doesn’t eat 
or wear animal products, and his 
hybrid car doesn’t have a stitch of 
leather in it. 

If it had, Bell said, he wouldn’t 
have bought the car, a 2001 Toyota 
Prius, despite its impeccable green 
credentials. 

In raw numbers, vegans such as 
Bell are so few that they barely reg- 
ister on surveys of consumer hab- 
its. But to automobile manufactur- 
ers trying to win favor among the 
increasing number of consumers 
who say they are environmentally 
conscious, vegans — who avoid all 
animal products — are what one 
marketing expert called the center 
of the bull’s-eye. 

Pleasing vegans, the theory goes, 
is key to reaching a wider group of 
consumers — affluent shoppers who

worry about the environment and 
who are willing to pay extra for food, 
clothing and even automobiles, if 
they are made in ways that do less 
harm to the planet. 

Toyota Motor Corp. is so 
attuned to the sensibilities of these 
so-called green consumers that the 
company doesn’t even offer leather 



seats for the popular Prius. 

Ford Motor Co., under fire from 
environmental activists for its gas- 
guzzling sport utility vehicles, ran 
an eight-page advertisement in The 
New Yorker magazine touting the 
company’s green credentials. The ad 
led off with the boast that 11 mem- 
bers of the design team for the com- 
pany’s soon-to-be -released hybrid 
Escape SUV are vegetarians, and 
its leader is a vegan. 

Even Mercedes-Benz, which 


does not make a hybrid, will offer a 
“non-leather” package starting with 
the 2005 model year, in response 
to customer requests. 

Vegans themselves are not a pow- 
erful market force. Joe Marra, exec- 
utive director of a market research 
firm that specializes in environmen- 
tally conscious consumers, said veg- 
etarians make up just 1.5 percent of 
the general population, and vegans 
hardly register at all. 

But his firm, the Natural

Marketing Institute, has done 
research showing that more than 
a quarter of the adult population, 
about 56 million people nation- 
wide, say they look for products 
that are “healthy and sustainable.” 
The majority of these consumers say 
they are willing to pay significantly 
more for environmentally friendly 
products. 

Of course, it’s still not exact- 
ly easy to find a vegan car. Sam 
Gerard, a businessman who lives 
in Santa Barbara, has made find- 
ing the perfect vegan car a personal 
quest. A vegan who manufactures a 
line of plant-based nutritional prod- 
ucts, Gerhard isn’t interested in the 
Prius, which he thinks is ugly, or the 
Escape. He wants a luxury car. 

For the past two years, Gerard 
says, he has scoured the Internet 
and written letters to automak- 
ers, to no avail. His last car was a 
special order from Mercedes. The 
automaker let him order synthetic 
seats, he said, but it was really hard 
to find a steering wheel that wasn’t 
wrapped in leather. 

He now plans to buy a BMW, hav- 
ing discovered after months of calling 
around and grilling salesmen that 
one of the upgrade options on the 
company’s 300 line can be ordered 
with its seats, upholstery and steering 
wheel wrapped in synthetic suede. 

There are still some animal 
byproducts in the tires, Gerard 
said, but he believes he did the 
best he could. sharon bernstein
